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REMARKS 

In response to the official Action mailed on February 7, 
2005, the application has been amended to, cancel claims 1-16 
and to rewrite claim 17 as an independent claim. No new matter 
is added by this amendment. Reconsideration of the rejections of 
the claims is respectfully requested in view of the above 
amendment and the following remarks. 

On page 2 of the Official Action, claims 1-17 were 
provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as unpatentable over claims 12 
- 31 of copending Patent Application No. 10/666,129. 

This provisional rejection is respectfully traversed for the 
reasons set forth in the amendment filed on March 8, 2005. 
However, since claims 1-16 have been cancelled and the sole 
remaining claim has no other rejections other than this 
provisional double patenting rejection, the provisional double 
patenting rejection is now moot. As set forth in MPEP 804, the 
Examiner should withdraw the provisional double patenting 
rejection and permit the present application to issue. 

On pages 3 - 5 of the Official Action, claims 1-16 
received various art rejections. These rejections are traversed 
for the reasons set forth in the amendment filed on March 8, 
2005. However, since claims 1-16 have been cancelled for the 
purpose of further prosection in a continuing application, the 
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rejections of these claims in the present application are now 
moot , 

Dependent claim 17 did not receive any art rejections. It 
hae been rewritten as an independent claim including all the 
features of claim 1 from which it depends, so claim 17 is now 
allowable . 

Upon entry of the above amendment, the present application 
will be in condition for allowance. The amendment is directed 
solely to cancelling rejected claims 1-16 and rewriting claim 
17 in independent form, so the amendment raises no new issues, 
and entry thereof is proper in accordance with MPEP 714-13 as 
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putting the application into allowable form. 

Favorable consideration 1b respectfully requested. 
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
